The Amerlean loss was three oflicers
snd nine privates wounded, one of the
oMesrs being mortally hurt, The logs
of the enemy Is unknown, but the bod-
fen of three Filipinos were seen,

There were two sharp fights near
Novaleta, Lowe's seouts first encount-
ered the enemy near Cavite Viejo and
goon put them to flight, continuing
their advance,

Captain Saffold’s battalion of the
JThirtesnth regiment, with two com-
panies of the Fourteenth and a num-
ber of scouts, Captain McGrath com-
manding Lthe troops from the Fourtn
cavalry and Captain Reilly's battery,
came upon the enemy in o strongly
entrenched position on the road be-
twoen Cavite Viejo and Noveleta. A
fieht lasting halt an hour followed,
resultlng in the enemy being driven
back. The Amerfean forces gustained
consldernble loss in this engugement,
the men being shot from tha trenches
and shacks along the road, The col-
umn then pressed on to Noveléta,
which it found deserted, and will re
main there tonight.

The marines and naval forces co-
opernted with the troops. 'The gun-
boats Wheeling, Petrel and Callao lay
off the shore near Noveletn and tnrew
ghells into that town and Santa Cruz
for an hour, preparing the way for
marines to land. Two battallons, con-
alsting of 450 marines, under Colonel
Elljott, advanced along the peninsula
from Cavite to Noveleta. The ouly
way was by a narrow rond through
BWaImpH.

A mile beyond the marine's out-

post the column was suddenly re-
celved with a volley from trenches
goross the road. A flank movement
was axecuted and the insurgents werc
driven from the trenches, the marines
wading through rice fields in turning
the flank of the enemy, who retreatad
to strong sand forts across the creek
dividing the peninsula, destroying the
bridge across the stream.
The marines waded through moie
rice-fields, forded the river in water
to their shoulders and carried the
forts, meeting with feeble resistance,
the first encounter having digheart-
ened the enemy. Bguads were sent L0
Noveleta and burped the town and the
huts all along the road from whieh
the enemy commenced firing. There a
junction was formed with the scouls,
who had been sweeping the swamps
and thickets. Thence the marines re-
turned to Cavite thoroughly ex-
hausted,

MANILA, Oct. 7.— Genral Fred
Grant, with three companles of the
Fourth infantry, two companies of the
Fourteenth infantry and a band of
scouts, attached to the former regi-
ment, advanced from Imus this morn-
ing, driving the insurgents from the
entire west bank of the Imus river.
Three Americans were wounded. It

LARGER NAVAL ESTIMATE.

For Next Year an Ineresse of Soeme

Twenty Four Milllons.
WABHINGTON, Oct. 7.—~Acting Sec-

retary Allen has prepared the full
statement of estimatea, which will be
submitted to congress, for the m In-

tenance of the naval establishment for
the next fiscal year. These amount
to $72.045.153, which s an Incrensge
over the appropriations for the cur
rent year of $£24.537,187. Included In
the increase for the next year are ap-
propriations of $12,268,474 for public
works and navy wvards and stations.
There 18 algo an estimate of $2.021,000
for the new naval academy.

The Item for the navy including ar-
mor guns and machinery is $22.983 .-
101, The estimate for the bureau of
construction and repair s  (ncreased
over the current appropriation about
2,000,000, for sgteam englneering $1.-
000,000 and for pay of the navy about
$£700,000, while the estimates for ord-
nance are decreazed about $700,000,

The estimate for public works at
the New York navy yard is 81,669,000,
Including $300,000 to begin the work
on the new £1,000,000 granite dry dock
and $200,000 to repair dock No. 2. The
items for the Boston navy yard aggre-
gate $1,498,300, which includes provi-
slon for a general enlargement of tha
construction of the yard. For League
Island, Pa., the estimates for new pub-
lic works aggregate $1,895,002; for Nor-
folk navy yard, $1349,000; for Marae
Island, Cal., $692.600; for Puget SBound
station, $216,065, and for Washington,
$875,017.

DEWEY ACCEPTS THE HOUSE.

Recolves It na . GIft From Over Forty
Thousand Amerlenns.

Dewey has elected to accept a house
in Washington, already constructed,
instead of having one built for his oe-
supation. In compliance with the invi-
tation of the committee which has in
charge the Dewey home work he called
at the office of Acting Secretary Allen
in the Navy department at 11 o'clock
today, to indicate his preferences In
the matter of a resldence, There were
present, besides Mr. Allen, Asslstant
Becretary Vanderlip, Assistant Post-
master General Heath and General
Corbin.

The ndngml was officially informed
of the putfpose of the people of the
United States to present him with a
home in Washington. He frankly ex-
pressed his gratification at the tender,
which he Immedintely accepted. He
said, had the propoged home been the
gift of & few wealthy men, he should
feel indisposed to accept it. But he
understood the fund had over 43,000
subscribers, indicating that the home
was really to be the gift of the Amer-
fean people, and as such he would ac-
cept it with as much pleasure as he
had the sword bestowed upon him by
congress,.

ROLLED HIM IN A BARREL.

FPunlshment FPronounced Worse Than

Lynching by One Who Suffered It

“There's something barbaric about
lynching, as most people will agree,"
sald the man with the broken nose, ac-
cording to the Minneapolls Tribune,
“but I can easily name two worse
things. One is rolling a man around
in a barrel and the other is a coat of
tar and feathers. In my foolish young
days I arrived at a town in southern
Indiana to find the people excited over
several arrests for robhery. A fam-
ily named Black, consisting of a man
and wife and a grown-up son, had
bheen caught and made to confess to Lo
many thefts. Instead of putting them
on trlal the people had determined to
apply tar and feathers and walk ’em
out of town, I had no objections as
far as the men were concerned, but
when it came to the woman I consti-
tuted myself her champlon, and de-
clared that they must walk over my
dead body first, For about five min-
utes I was a hero. Then about a
dozen men grabbed me and hustled me
into a room, and after the Blacks had
been dispoged of, according to pro-
gramme, I was brought out for pun-
ishment. Plenty of tar and feathers
were left, but the crowd wanted a
change, and it was decided that I
should have the bharral exereise, They
got out and unheaded a big cider bar-
rel, dropped me into it and replaced
the head, and then all was ready, I
was Inclined to look upon the proceed-
ings with contempt. 1 had never been
rolled In a barrel, and so I had no idea
of the sensations, They firat kicked it
along the wide, unpaved street, and
it had not rolled over more than twen-
ty times when I was sick of my job,
After they had enjoved themselves for
a quarter of an hour I was praying for
death to hurry up. 1 dimly remember
that after they got tired of the football
work In the street they rolled the bar-
rel up a long hill and then let it go
kiting down, You talk of seaslckness,
but there I8 no comparison, Aside
from the feeling of nausea, I was
jarred, jolted and bruised from head to
hesls, and in one of the bumps I had
my nose broken. [ was unconsclous
when they finally took me ovg and for
a week [ was little better than a dead
man., It was weeks and weeks hefore
1 got the revolving motion out of my
head and could walk straight, and to
this day 1 can't see a grindstone re-
volving without being affected by 1it.
1t would have been far more mereiful
to hang me up by the neck.”
